He declared that à letter received 
from General Gouraud .in America 
had reported that the United States 
was heart and soul with the French 
occupation of the Ruhr. 

“We, too, are convinced that this 
occupation is right,” Pomeare said. 

At a later speech at Chassey, the 
premier emphasized the fact that after 
the peace of 1871, and the imposition 
of a heavy indemnity by Germany, 
“there was no talk of France’s ca- 
pacity to pay. 

“We put our finances in shape, 
paid Germany and returned to pros- 
perity,” he said. “It was no’ miracle, 
and it is possible for Germany to do 
this same thing.” 

Poincare inferred that France will 
remain in the Ruhr until Germany 
pays. He reminded the audience that 
in 1871 the Germans, then in Paris, 
voiced their attitude on French repar- 
ations by saying “pay, or we stay.”

Are precautions taken to deflect 
these electric bolts into the ground? 
Many remember the old home of 
the middle states and east with its 
lightning rod, the barn with like 
ornumert and weathervane attach- 
ment, and no doubt few can recall 
the burning of a structure thus 
protected. 2

clouds are much lower near the 
sea level, and that the big oil tanks 
on the hills were easy marks for 
the electric bolts that did so much 
damage to. property in and near 
Richmond. ; 


Sugar Jump Not Caused by Tarriff 

‘Fhe tariff is blamed for a lot of 
things for which it, is not respon- 
sible. The high price of sugar is 
not due to the tariff. While the 
price in our country was blamed 
to the tanff, the pricé in Canada 
and foreign countries was as high 
or higher. When sugar prices ore 
above cost of production in this 
couutry, the tariff does not pre 
vent foreign shipment at cut price 
if ſoreigu producers care to make 
the drop. But the tatiff does not 
prevent the wiping out of our do- 


abnormally low priced conditions, 
when.the ‘foreigner could ship in 
here below our cost of production. | 
For the slightly higher price we 
are compelled to pay under such 


a domestic industry which saves 
us from being wholly at the mercy 
of foreign producers. 


City Paving Must Be the Test 
‘To be a good paying investment 
a pavement must outlive the bond 
issue under which it was con- 
structed. It is the cities ratber 
than the counties or state which 
have accomplished this.

In order to maintain this necessary 
roadbed; three big rock crushing 
plants are being buflt.
